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ITS COniING TO A HEAD 
The Twin Falls county general hospital 
seema to have come in (or more than lU nhnre 
ol publicity recently, but Ifa a good thing 
that this iMterlng old ^ore Is Ilnftlly comlnB 
to a head. 

First, the nurses at thf hospital voiced n 
nnltcd protest agalnnt certain conditions nt 
the Institution. Then the Buperlntcndeiit an- 
nounced his resignation. 

Now the entire five-man hospital advisory 
board has resigned with the explanation that 
It can see "no hope Tor early Improvement" 
In the situation Involving the hospital. 

On top of the board's decision to resign 
came the announcement that the supcrln- 
tendeiTt of nurses had also handod In her 
resignation. 

There are a number ol reasons why the 
operation of the county hospital should final- 
ly wind up In BUch a deplorable mess. At 
best. It's difficult to make a success ol any 
county-owned hospital, becau£c hospitals and 
politics are two things that Just can't be 
mixed. 

That was the purpose of the special legis- 
lation enacted during the last session of the 
legislature. It provides lor the appointment 
of non-partisan boards to take full responsi- 
bility for the operation ot county hospitals 
such as ours. 

Now that the present advisory board and 
superintendent have resigned, the county 
commissioners have an opportunity to taki; 
conatructlVE steps In working out the entire 
hospital problem. 

Appointment of a new non-partisan board, 
made possible by the last legLilature. would 
eeem to be the first logical step. Care should 
be taken to select board members who not 
only are capable but who are sincerely nnd 
acUvely Interested In getting good hospital 
laellltles for this vicinity. 

This board In turn should select the new 
superintendent — one who Is thoroughly qual- 
Kled to manage the hospital under the 
fcoard'B direction. 

Then the new board and superintendent 
Bhould submit to the people of Twin Fall; 
county the recommendations of the Denver 
architectural firm which has made 
thorough Investigation of the county hospi- 
tal. 

That will give the voters the opportunity to 
decide once and for all If they wish to main- 
tain a county hospital the way those who 
know their business say such a hospital 
should be maintained — without the usual 
politics and prejudices being talten Into con- 
sideration. 

If the voters should approve a bond Issue 
tor such hospital Improvements, under the 
direction of a newly-appointed non-partisan 
board, well and good. Buch approval under 
suth a set-up might mark the solution to the 
whole problem. 

Bhould the voters disapprove of .^uch hos- 
pital Improvements under county ownership. 
It would at least be determined finally that 
eomo other course would have to be under- 
taken. 

■ There's no point now In evading any of the 
Issues, Let's put all of the cards on the .table 
and have a showdown. 



rr WAS A THANKLESS JOB 
The comments or Ernest V. Molander. 
chairman ot the board of county commls- 
slohers, when the five-man county hospital 
advisory board handed In Its resignation, 
offer an Interesting slde-Ught. 

"They feel there Is a general lack of ap- 
preciation and cooperation so that their 
further efforts In helping to provide the hos- 
pital faculties wo desire and need would be 
useless," said Mr. Molander In part. In ex- 
plaining the reason for the board's resigna- 
tlon. 

"That Is most regrettable. The hospital 
board Is composed of capable, conscientious 
citizens who are outstanding In the com- 
munity. They have given generously of their 
time and ability and they have served with- 
out compensation except for the satisfaction 
that comes from honest endeavor to serve 
the public and accomplish the task assigned 
to them to the beat of their ability. The mem- 
bers of the retiring board deserve a vote ot 
thanks." 

We agree with Mr. Molander In some re- 
spects. The members of the retiring board 
are capable, conscientious and outstanding 
citizens who deserve a vote of thanks for time 
and effort which the- public has not appreci- 
ated. But thanklessness. we should remem- 
ber, Is one of the unfortunate things about 
most civic endeftvor. There are few whfl will 
aotutUy Toluhteer their help, but hundreds 
kie always ready to crlUdee, 

One of the reasons membership on the old 
hoiplt&l idTltory board was particularly 
tb&nUeas, however, is that It had, no au- 
thority. Without authority It's difficult to 
hive much Incentive. The board was handi- 
capped In such a way tbat It can not be held 
aeoountablo for Uia hospital's shortcomings. 
Tliat's BomAthlng a critical public ihould 
kwp In mind. 

Tat type ot hospital board which Is now 
VOttlble under nev state law would bays the 
.auUtority to asiym* all rasj^ooslblllties. Only 
With tneh powers eontd any board hope to 
operate a hospital successfully.

If a 70 per cent powder is being used, one pound and six ounces of the mix- 
ture Is necessary to gel the benefit of one pound of tlie pure clieinical. For 
fin 83 per cent powder, one pound and tliree ounces must be used to obtain one 
pound of pure 2, 4-D. 

In the liquid mixtures. Grimes said that to obtain one pound of pure 2, j-D 
using a 10 per cent mixture it is necessary to spray one gallon. With the 20 
per cent liquid, only one-half gallon Is needed and with the 40 per cent, one- 
quarter of eallon. 

Thus for morning glory, lo get any benefit from the spraying, 30 pounds 
of a 10 per cent powder must be used with a hundred gallons of water per acre;
